Of  Becoming  A  Modern 
Lazarus

Once  when  I  was  returning  from 
Yugoslavia,  where  I  had  gone  with  a 
group  of  refugees  being  sent  home 
from  an  UNRRA  camp  in  Egypt,  our 
ship  anchored  in  the  harbor  of  Au¬ 
gusta,  Sicily.  We  went  ashore  for  a 
short  time  and  saw  evidence  of  much 
poverty  and  suffering.  We  returned 
to  our  ship  with  our  spirits  somewhat 
dampened  and  our  consciences  a  bit 
troubled  because  we  had  so  much 
more  than  the  people  we  had  seen. 

I  was  standing  on  deck  with  a  Brit¬ 
ish  officer  a  little  later  when  an  old 
man  in  a  battered  little  boat  came 
Into  sight.  He  was  paddling  around 
our  ship  picking  bits  of  bread  and 
other  food  out  of  the  dirty,  salty  wa¬ 
ter.  He  looked  as  though  he  had 
had  very  little  food  for  a  long  time. 
Even  dirty,  salty  bread  looks  good  to 
a  hungry  man. 

I  said  to  the  friend*  beside  me, 
“That  reminds  me  of  something  in 
the  Bible.  Do  you  remember  the 
story  of  Lazarus  and  the  rich  man?” 
“Yes,”  he  said,  "and  you  know  we  are 
In  the  position  of  the  rich  man.  That 
old  man  is  getting  the  scraps  that  fall 
from  our  table,” 

There  is  danger  that  all  of  us  will 
find  ourselves  in  the  position  of  the 
rich  man.  All  over  the  world  there 
are  hungry,  cold  people.  In  spite  of 
all  we  say,  this  is  really  a  land  of 
abundance.  If  we  fail  to  give  of  our 
abundance  to  the  needy  of  the  world, 
we  are  guilty  of  the  sin  that  Jesus

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.— Biggest  re¬ 
cent  news  to  churchmen  was  Presi¬ 
dent  Truman's  unexpected  announce¬ 
ment  creating  the  Council  of  Relief 
Agencies  Licensed  for  Operation  in 
Germany  (CRALOG*,  which  took  re¬ 
ligious  leaders  by  surprise. 

The  President’s  action  was  looked 
for — eventually — but  not  so  quickly. 
What  happened  to  change  his  mind  so 
suddenly  is  not  known,  but  the  num¬ 
ber  of  statements  by  Senators  and 
Representatives  on  the  floor  of  Con¬ 
gress  (obviously  inspired  by  Protestant 
and  Catholic  church  leaders)  no  doubt 
was  a  big  factor. 

Republicans  took  the  lead  in  mak¬ 
ing  these  statements,  but  they  were 
by  no  means  trying  to  make  It  a  par¬ 
tisan  Issue.  Some  Democrats,  such  as 
liberal  Michael  A.  Felghan  (D.  Ohio) 
and  Senator  James  O.  Eastland  (D. 
Miss.),  had  participated  in  what  ap¬ 
peared  to  be  a  campaign  to  show  the 
public  that  the  policy  of  not  allowing 
church  relief  into  Germany  was  creat¬ 
ing  needless  Ill-will  at  home  and 
abroad:

To  Pastors 

The  editor  of  the  Baptist  Standard 
has  been  the  pastor  of  small' Country 
churches  and  of  larger  city  churches. 
Therefore,  we  know  from  experience 
the  problems  every  pastor  faces  in 
keeping  his  people  indoctrinated  in 
the  Word  and  informed  concerning 
Kingdom  interests. 

We  are  deeply  desirous  that  the 
Baptist  Standard  shall  render  the 
greatest  ^possible  service  to  our  Bap¬ 
tist  churches  and  pastors.  It  is  pos¬ 
sible  for  us  to  make  the  Standard  a 
blessing  to  our  people  to  the  extent 
and  only  to  the  extent  of  Its  circula¬ 
tion.

Brother  Winfred  Moore,  president  of 
District  Four,  writes  a  very  encour¬ 
aging  letter.  He  says  of  his  own  Broth¬ 
erhood  (Harrisburg,  Tupelo):  “Our 
Brotherhood  is  doing  a  wonderful  job. 
The  attendance  is  almost  100  per  cent;

Lesson  for  March  10.  ‘A  People  in 
Confusion.  Text:  Judges  2:7-23. 

I.  Historical. 

Today’s  lesson  is  a  study  of  the  con¬ 
duct  and  consequent  condition  of 
God’s  people  after  the  invasion  of  the 
Promised  Land.  This  people  had  been 
fused  in  the  hot  fires  of  slavery  in 
Egypt.  The  same  people  had  been 
somewhat  at  least  refined  in  the  heat 
of  the  wilderness  wanderings,  during 
which  the  men  who  had  doubted  God 
and  feared  the  natives  of  the  land 
which  God  had  promised  them  all 
died,  and  left  progeny  of  about  the 
same  number  as  the  people  who  had 
come  out  of  Egypt.  This  people  whose 
numbers  had  Increased  so  rapidly  in 
the  land  of  bondage  went  through  a  • 
period  of  someuforty  years  during 
which  their  number  was  static,  as 
though  God  would  tell  all  succeeding 
ages  that  it  was  not  by  might  of  num¬ 
bers  at  all,  but  only  by  might  of  the 
spirit  of  God  that  the  land  was  at 
length  invaded,  and  that  the  only  dif¬ 
ference  between  the  efforts  of  those 
who  took  it  under  Joshua  and  those 
who  failed  under  Moses  was  a  dif¬ 
ference  in  the  spirits  of  the  men 
through  whom  God  worked.  The  men 
without  faith  failed  under  the  Great 
Moses:  the  men  of  faith  conquered 
under  Joshua.  Settled  in  the  land, 
the  conquerors  and  their  children 
made  friends  and  relations  of  the  orig¬ 
inal  Inhabitants  of  the  land,  inter¬ 
marrying  with  them  and  going  off  in 
worship  of  their  gods.  Result?  Well, 
they  Just  went  off  from  God,  and  they 
who  go  off  from  God  go  off  into  trou¬ 
ble. 

II.  Where  Like  Begets  Unlike. 

“There  arose  another  generation  af¬ 
ter  them,  that  knew  not  Jehovah,  nor 
yet  the  work  which  He  had  wrought 
for  Israel"  (V.10).  But  they  were  the 
children  of  the  men  who  had  known 
Jehovah,  and  the  work  He  did  for 
Israel.  Oh,  well!  It  so  often  Is  true 
that  the  children  of  a  good  father  are 
not  like  him.  A  young  man  of  lofty 
ideals  is  buffeted  by  adverse  fortune 
which,  by  dint  of  hard  work  and  sim¬ 
ple  living,  he  overcomes  and  becomes 
a  useful  member  of  society,  gains 
knowledge  and  wisdom  and  accumu¬ 
lates  wealth,  perhaps.  But  he  remem¬ 
bers  the  days  of  his  poverty  and  hard¬ 
ships  and  vows  that  his  children  shall 
not  have  so  hard  a  time  as  he,  in 
acquiring  education  and  securing  a 
start  in  life.  He  surrounds  those 
children  with  the  means  of  culture 
and  gives  them  advantages  that  were 
beyond  his  youthful  dreams.  And 
what  the  result?  The  children  prove 
unworthy  of  their  honest,  thrifty,  God- 
mastered  father,  and  the  family  char¬ 
acter  undergoes  degeneration  and  de- 
gredation.  As  thus  with  families,  so 
with  nations.  So  was  it  with  the  Is¬ 
raelites.  Placed  In  a  favorable  posi¬ 
tion  for  the  living  of  Godly  and  happy 
lives,  they  misused  their  place  and 
went  after  the  same  follies  that  had 
ruined  the  people  whom  they  had  been 
sent  to  dispossess. 

III.  The  Monotonous  Cycle.  , 

Read  It!  The  people  forgot  God 
and  went  away,  and  went  away  down, 
so  that  their  enemies  made  spoil  of 
them,  reduced  them  to  slavery  and 
subjected  them  to  all  sorts  of  indig¬ 
nities  and  injustices.  Then  the  people

remembered  Jehovah.  When  there 
was  nowhere  else  to  turn,  they  turned 
to  Him.  And  Jehovah  heard  their 
cry  and  sent  a  deliverer  in  the  person 
of  a  judge,  and  the  judge  in  every 
case  wrought  deliverance  under  God. 
Then  a  given  judge  died,  and  the  peo¬ 
ple  lapsed  into  idolitry  and  went  away 
from  God.  Away  from  Him,  they  were 
unequal  to  their  enemies,  and  again 
they  were  reduced  to  a  state  of  hu¬ 
miliation  and  unbearable  subjection. 
Again  they  remembered  God  and  re¬ 
membering,  cried  to  Him;  and  God 
heard  them  and  had  mercy,  and  rais¬ 
ed  them  another  judge-deliverer.  This 
is  the  story  of  Judges. 

IV.  God’s  Purpose. 

To  show  Himself  their  God.  Let  us 
get  hold  of  this  truth:  Though  God’s 
people  go  away  from  Him,  He  is  still 
willing  to  call  them  His  people,  and 
this  He  will  do  in  spite  of  all  the  world, 
including  His  people,  n  Chronicles  7:- 
14,  has  Jehovah  calling  them  His  peo¬ 
ple,  and  then  telling  them,  that  they 
are  prayerless,  living  with  their  backs 
to  Him,  proud,  and  wicked  in  their 
ways,  but  they  are  His  people.’  He 
owns  them  and  watches  them  to  see 
if  they  will  turn. 

,He  had  sworn  to  Abraham  and  had 
renewed  that  oath  to  Isaac  and  Jacob, 
and  now  He  will  watch  over  their  err¬ 
ing  children  and,  so  soon  as  they  shall 
turn  to  Him,  they  shall  have  a  deliv¬ 
erer. 

If  beyond  this,  one  advantage  come 
of  all  the  national  travail  recorded  in 
Judges,  It  is  that  Israel’s  sons  grew 
toughened  under  suffering. 

In  Columbus,  Ohio,  the  formal  pres¬ 
entation  of  the  revised  standard  ver¬ 
sion  of  the  New  Testament  was  the 
feature  of  the  International  Council 
of  Religious  Education.

Strange  Is  Teacher  * 
Because  He  Loves  It 

Serves  College  And  Church

Professor  Wiljiam  E.  Strange  is  one 
of  the  popular  men  on  the  Mississippi 
College  faculty.  Ho  heads  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Mathematics,  and  rates  as  an 
excellent  instructor.  Prof.  Strange 
is  a  school  man  because  “he  loves  it.” 
He  has  had  fine  opportunities  to  enter 
the  business  world  in  other  realms. 
But  he  loves  the  school  room.  This  is 
perhaps  one  reason  why  the  students 
count  him  as  one  of  their  favorites.

Of  Religious  Note  At 
UNO  Meetings 

LONDON— i  RNS)  —  The  almost 
complete  absence  of  a  religious  note 
at  the  meetings  of  the  United  Na¬ 
tions  General  Assembly  has  been  com¬ 
mented  upon  by  churchmen  here,  al¬ 
though  not  critically  in  view  of  the 
divergent  beliefs  among  the  dele¬ 
gates. 

Typical  of  the  sharper  opinions  was 
that  expressed  by  the  Catholic  Times 
which  said: 

“The  ceremony  at  the  General  As¬ 
sembly  installing  Trygve  Lie  as  sec¬ 
retary  general  was  a  pointed  test  of 
whether  or  not  the  organization  would 
make  any  slight  acknowledgement  of 
the  sovereignty  of  God. 

“But  the  oath  tendered  to  the  can¬ 
didate  was  a  Godless  formula.  Re¬ 
sounding,  but  none  the  less  banal, 
speeches  could  not  more  carefully 
have  avoided  any  .mention  of  the  re¬ 
ligious  and  moral  issues  which  lie  at 
the  root  of  our  disorders.” 

Baptist  Convention.  The  MISSISSIP¬ 
PI  BAPTIST  CONVENTION  AUTHOR¬ 
IZED  THE  PRESENT  CAMPAIGN.  The 
WM.U.  has  had,  and  now  has,  Its  reg¬ 
ular  objectives  in  its  program,  but 
ere  long  the  immediate  objectives  will 
have  been  reached  and  surpassed.

A  Reader  Writes

An  editorial  of  February  7,  caption¬ 
ed  ‘PARENTAL  INTERFERENCE 
DANGEROUS"  has  called  to  mind  an 
incident  which  affords  another  point 

of  view.  This  is  not  In  any  way  to  be 
• 

considered  as  an  answer  to  Rev.  Don 
Jones,  but  is  for  the  purpose  of  call¬ 
ing  attention  to  the  other  side  of  the 
question. 

A  fine  boy  of  twelve  contacted  his 
mother  after  the  Sunday  School  hour 
on  the  last  day  of  a  series  of  meet¬ 
ings  in  a  Baptist  church  to  Inform  her 
that  he  was  not  staying  for  the 
preaching  service  that  day.  When 
asked  the  reason,  he  said,  “Brother 
wants  me  to  join  the  church  today, 
b'ut  I  am  not  ready. 

With  a  prayer  in  her  heart  and  a 
sob  in  her  voice,  the  mother  said, 
"Son.  you  are  not  to  Join  the  church 
just  to  please  some  one  else.  If  you 
are  not  ready  to  ask  for  membership. 
I'll  go  to  the  pastor  and  explain  to 
him  just  how  you  feel,  and  ask  him 
not  to  insist.” 

With  that  understanding,  the  boy 
turned  and  walked  into  the  church 
and  remained  for  the  service. 

Is  it  possible  that  pastors  sometimes 
tread  dangerous  ground  when  they 
pray  that  a  certain  number  may  be 
added  to  the  church  on  a  certain  day, 
and  then  try  to  persuade  that  num¬ 
ber  to  come  2 

Pprhaps  the  writer  would  not  be  so 
deeply  affected  by  the  thoughts  pro¬ 
voked  on  this  subject,  had  it  not  been 
that  she  knows  what  it  is  for  a  church 
member  to  realize  she  has  not  been 
converted.  The  un-converted  person 
who  is  a  church  member  is  in  greater 
danger  than  the  converted  person 
who  has  not  joined  a  church.  That 
danger  is  intensified  when  he  is  train¬ 
ed  to  lead  in  public  prayer  and  take  a 
prominent  part  in  church  organiza¬ 
tions. 
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Rarely  has  it  been  my  privilege  to 

be  in  such  blessed  meetings  as  the 
“Youth  Revival”  at  Clarke  College. 
Faculty  and  students  gave  the  ser¬ 
vices  their  full  support,  and  the  pas¬ 
tor,  Dr.  R.  A.  Morris,  was  in  almost 
every  service.  The  visitor  spoke  in 
chapel,  in  night  services,  in  classes 
and  in  the  church.  President  W.  E. 
Greene  and  his  associates  have  seen 
wonderful  doubling  up  of  the  number 
of  students,  amazing  growth  in  hous¬ 
ing  facilities,  and  almost  miraculous 
provision  of  finances.  The  sacrifices 
made  and  the  positive  emphasis  placed 
upon  the  Bible  and  upon  earnest  and 
consecrated  Christian  living  and  ser¬ 
vice  are  being  immediately  rewarded.

RELIEF

New  York — (RN8 1 —Purchase  of 
surplus  army  supplies  worth  $5,000 
has  been  authorized  by  the  World 
Relief  Committee  of  the  Northern 
Baptist  Convention  here.  The  stores 
will  be  used  for  relief  purposes  in 
Europe. 

The  committee  also  has  voted  to 
spend  $2,000  for  children’s  aid  in 
Czechoslovakia. and  $1,450  for  the  de¬ 
pendents  of  Baptist  conscientious  ob¬ 
jectors.  General  relief  work  in  Eu¬ 
rope  and  Asia  will  receive  $20,000. 
Support  also  was  voted  to  the  “Heifers 
for  Relief”  project. 

These  allocations  bring  the  total 
relief  outlay  of  the  committee  since 
1940  up  to  $926,828. 

In  conjunction  with  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  they  have  voted 
to  open  a  joint  warehouse  for  the 

collection  of  clothing.

Next 
to  his  “Treasury  of  David,”  Spurgeon's 
lectures  to  his  students  comprise  what 
is  probably  the  second  greatest  sections 
of  his  writings.

Puller  has  brought  the  lectures  together 
ifl  an  attractive  way.  and  the  publishers 
have  prepared  the  book  to  match  the 
ordinary  set  of  Spurgeon’s  sermons 
(Funk  &  Wagnells,  1857).  Ministerial 
students  will  find  nowhere  else  a  vol¬ 
ume  so  filled  with  practical,  helpful  in¬ 
formation  about  their  vocation,  includ¬ 
ing  everything  from  his  “ordinary  con¬ 
versation”  to  "Astronomy  as  a  Source 
of  Illustrations.”
